Official Bulletins Assert Thar 
the 


Venerable Monarch -May Pass Away 
at Any Moment — Gloom Pervading 
All of GreKt Britain — Prince* of 
Wal«s Collapsing. 
London, Jan. 21.—Queen Victoria's 


life is slowly ebbing away, and at Os- 
borne palace. Isle of Wight, all hope 
has boen abandoned. The latest bul- 
letin depicts her majesty as bare- 
ly alive. The gloom throughout the 
British isles is intense. 


Another grave portent has arisen, 


the serious indisposition of the Prince 
of Wales. The greai strain is having 
a telling effect upon him and he is 
reported worried, tired and exhausted. 


It is worthy of note eliat the London 


papers do not mention by even the 
most veiled allusion the fact that the 
queen has had a paralytic stroke. 
Pages are devoted to the mournful 
scenes at Osborue house and to de- 
scriptions of occurrences here, as well 
as to telegrams from the colonies and 
foreign countries testifying to she sym- 
pathy everywhere evoked. 


A collapse, or what the physicians 


feared was a collapse, occurred unex- 
pectedly about 10 p. m. Sunday. The 
lueen's condition is chiefly due to a 
Severe sinliing spell, and an increase 
W the paralytic symptoms. It is un- 
derstood that the physicians have re- 
sorted to artificial methods to prolong 
life, such as are used in cases o£ per- 
sons in extremis. 


The paralysis is chiefly evident in 


the face., one side of which appears to 
have lost all nerve and muscular pow- 
er. The malady has not reached the 
vital organs, although it had nearly 
caused an almost total loss of the 
power of speech. What was so much 
feared'. was • that "the brain might be 
attacked. 


Keenly sensitive to her affliction and 


appearance, the queen has absolutely 
refused to see any one but her nurses 
and doctors, and it is understood tin 
the Prince of Wales is the only excep- 
tion to this rule and that his interview 
with the queen lasted but a few mo- 
ments. Arrangements have been made 
•with a local undertaker to have all the 
preliminaries to the burial ready in 
case of an emergency. 


Crowds assembled to witness the ar- 


rival of Emperor William. The crowd 
Included many fashionable people anc 
hundreds of Germans, anxious to see 
the emperor on his first appearance in 
London for years. William saluted 
the Prince of Wales by kissing ;him 
on both cheeks, and the prince return- 
ed a. similar salutation. He then em- 
braced the Duke of York and shook 
hands with the others. The royal par- 
ty-were driven to Buckingham palace. 
There the night was spent. Early this 
morning all sailed for Isle of Wight 


Prayers For the Queen. 


In churches of all denominations 


prayers were offered at the Sunday 
services and in most of them the latest 
bulletin regarding the queen's condi- 
tion were read. 


So far as the queen's immediate safe- 


ty is concerned, her extreme weakness 
causes almost more alarm than the 
paralysis. Much difficulty has been 
experienced in administering nourish- 
ment, for she appears quite unable to 
masticate. To this -weakness are prob- 
ably due the long spells of uncon- 
sciousness through which she has been 
passing, although it is almost impossi- 
ble to distinguish these from the in- 
sidious encroachments of paralysis. 
For more than a week the court at- 
tendants had hard work to prevent her 
from sleeping at the wrong time. 


All the newspapers review her ma- 


jesty's long and illustrious career. The 
Times says: "History affords but few 
examples of rulers who have Avon the 
deep personal affection and regard en- 
joyed by our beloved queen. Even 
among those not of our blood or 
speech, even among those who have 
little that is kind to say of the British 
people, there are unstinted praise and 
warm regard for the British queen."

was the unexpected sympathy dis- 
played by Emperor WiHlam in giving 
up important engagements to come to

"This," says The Daily Mail, "is cal- 
culated to endear his name to every 
Englishman; and -,ve feel at such an 
hour what true sympathy means."

Austria Affected. 


Vienna, Jan. 21.—The announcement 


of the dangerous illness of Queen Vic- 
toria caused a feeling of consternation 
in Vienna. Emperor Francis Joseph, 
•who was profoundly moved, sent inces- 
sant messages to the British embassy 
for news. It is believed that the great 
court ball will be countermanded. The 
Austrian papers published touching 
tributes to the queen's wonderful place 
in-the affections of her people and the 
politics of the world.

tered all over. And we come with our 
statistics and say there.are so many 
thousand of the Lord's sheep,, but Christ 
responds: "No, no; you have not seen 
more than one out.of a thousand of my 
flock. They are scattered all over tho 
earth. 
"Other sheep I have which are 


not of-this fold.' "

Of all the merciful institutions which 


bless this city not one more thoroughly 
enters into the spirit of the text than does 
the Bqwery mission, whose twentieth an- 
niversary we today eolebrnu.-. During the 
past year 3,000 souls have been saved 
through its instrumentality, and during 
its existence it has put its temporal and 
spiritual benediction upon hundreds Of 
thousands of-the poor and suffering ami 
lost.. .With the bread of this life in one 
hand and the bread of eternal life in the 
other it is doing a stupendous work, and 
to all1 of its patrons Christ is saying: "I 
was' hungry, and ye fod me. nnked, and 
ye clothed me, sick and in prison, nnd ye 
visited me. Inasmuch as ye, did it unto 
me, one of the least of these, ye did it to 
me." It is through :thia gospel that New 
York is to bo taken for God, and America 
for God, and the world for God. There 
are two classes of hearers in this audience 
whom I especially address, the friends of 
this institution who have come out to 
show their interest in the work, and the 
other class is made up of those who are 
astray, but want to get back, have fallen, 
but want to rise.

rouuds, but no broken heads, no crush t 
ankles or fractured limbs. Bring there v'oi 
treatment moderate sinners, velvet coated 
sinners and sinners with a gloss on. It is 
•s if a man had a farm of 3,000 acres 
•nd put all his work on one acre. He 
might raise never so large ears of corn. 
never so big heads of wheat, still he 
would remain poor. Tho church of God 
has bestowed its chief care on ono acre 
•nd bus raised splendid men and women 
In that small Inclosnre. But the field is 
the world. That means Europe, Asia, Af- 
rica, North and South America and all 
the islands of the sea. 


It is as though nt a great battle there 


were left 10.000 wounded and dying on 
the field and three surgeons gave all their 
time to a half dozen patients in a barn 
hoapltsl. The major general comes in aud 
•ay* to the doctor*, "Come out here and 
look at the 10.000 dying for lack of cur- 
gical attendance." "No." My the three 
doctors standing there fanning their pa- 
tient*, "we. have a half docen important 
CMM her*, and Wr ftf* uttc-HlftK to them.

Mars rock and the people clambered up 
on the bench, why did not Mr. Ancient, 
that heroic minister of the gospel, of 
whom we have all read, sit down and 
take-care-of those men on: the beach, 
wrapping them IE flannels, kindling fire 
for them and seeing that they got plenty 
of food? Ah, be knew that there were 
others . who would do that. He says:

yet be heard in public prayer. You will 
die in peace, your bed surrounded by 
Christian sympathies, and you will bo 
carried out by devout men to the burial, 
and over your grave will be chiseled the 
words, "Precious in the sight of the 
Lord is the death of his saints." And 
on resurrection day yon will get up with 
the dear children you have already buried 
and with your Christian parents who 
hiive already won the palm.

But the president of the 
company was a Presbyterian elder aud 
the treasurer an Episcopal vestryman, 
and one diieetor was a Methodist class 
leader and tbc othei officers prominent 
member* of' Baptist and Congregational 
churches. Circulars were got out telling 
what fabulous prospects opened befoie 
this company. The circular had all the 
hues of eaith and sea and sky. The let- 
ters flamed with all the beauty of gold 
and jasper and.amethyst.

You were surfeited with 
prayer meetings. 
You were stuffed and 


choked :with catechisms. Yon were of- 
ten told that you were'the worst boy 
your parents ever knew because you 
liked to ride down hill better than to 
read 
Buuyan's "Pilgrim's Progress." 


Whenever your father nnd mother talk- 
ed religion they' drew down the corners 
of their mouths and rolled up their eyes. 
If any one thing will send-a boy to ruin 
sooner than another, that is it. 


Wfcy Reject CHrUtl.nltyt 


But-1 do not stop now-to know how 


yon came into rejection of Christianity. 
You frankly tell me that you do reject it. 
You do not believe that Christ is & divine 
being, although you admit that he was a 
very good-man. You do not believe that 
the Bible was inspired of God, although 
you think there are some very fine things 
in it. Yon believe that the Scriptural de- 
scription of Eden was only an allegory. 
There are 50 things that I believe that 
you do not- believe, and- yet you are an 
accommodating1 man. 
Everybody that 


knows you says that of you. If I should 
ask you to do a kindness'for me or if any 
one else should ask of you a' kindness, 
you would do it. If, when you are ill, 1 
should come to you with a vial of medi- 
cine and say, "This kind of medicine has 
cured 50 people who were just as badly 
off as you are: - take- it," and you replied, 
"I do not want to; take it; I have no 
confidence in- it," I would say, "Take it 
to oblige-me," and you would say, "Well, 
if it will accommodate you I will take 
it." 
Now, you have found that this 


world is insufficient and you are sick of 
sin. I come to you with n gospel medi- 
cine.' It hits cured hundreds and thou- 
sands and millions. 
Will you take it? 


"No," you say, "I have: no confidence in 
it." Take it, then, to oblige me. 1 tell 
yon of a Physician who has cured more 
blind eyes, and bound up more broken 
hearts, and healed more ghastly wounds 
than all the doctors since the time of 
/Esculnphix. Be obliging and just make 
the experiment; 
If you are not ac-
